164 ST. VINCENT.—The subject is represented at the moment of Nelson’s boarding 

the San Nicholas and San Joseph from the Captain 

165 CAMPERDOWN.—The centre represents the Venerable, Admiral Lord Duncan, 

having tacked, and firing her starboard broadside into the Vrihead, Admiral De 
Winter, which immediately brought down all her masts, when after a short time she 
struck. On the left of the picture is Vice-Admiral Onslow, in the Monarch, engaging 
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the Dutch Vice-Admiral. To the right of the Venerable is the Dutch ship Hercules 
on fire, and the remainder of the Dutch fleet making their escape toward the land 

166 THE NILE.—A general view of the British fleet at the commencement of the action 

going down to the French line, the van ships already engaged—evening 

167 THE SIEGE OF ALGIERS.—The English and Dutch fleets being towed out of the 

harbour after the bombardment; the fortifications and the city are seen in the 
background, which, together with the fleets, are illumined by the reflection from 
the burning ships and batteries of the enemy
